|} The announcement, made here 
this morning, calls for a six-month 
trial period, dating from Febru- 
ary 1, and came as a result of 
application from three large dis- 
tributors here, Edmonton City 
Dairy, Néthern Alberta Dairy 
Pool and Jasper Dairy, It was op- 
posed by Woodland Dairy 

Protesting from the angle of 
| persons who do not have refrig~ 
eration in their homes, Dr, G. M, 
Little, city medical health offi- 
cer, said 

“I understand that from 35 to 
% per cent of the people in Ed- 


monton have no refrigeration 
For these people the stoppage of 
Sunday milk deliveries will not 
only mean an inconvenience, but 
a definite danger to milk supplies 
during summer months,” 

Mrs, W. E. Stewart, president of 
the Local Council of Women and 
the Canadian Association of Con- 
sumers here, felt the welfare of 
young children should be shown 
more concern 

“ I share the opinion of many 
who feel that milkmen should 
have Sundays off, only if it does 
not mean hardship for families 
with no refrigeration and if it 
is not going to be detrimental to 
thé health of kiddies. Certainly 
their health comes first.” 

Mrs. H. B, Petheram of 10600 


86 avenue, told the Bulletin today 
that she has found most milk- 
men themselves are in favor of 
Sunday deliveries, 

“As far as I can see,” she said, 
everyone was quile happy with 
the Sunday deliveries. The fami- 
lies with refrigeration will not 
be hit by this ban, but all those 
without a ‘frig are going to have 
a mighty tough time when sum- 
mer comes,’
